Yet to-day 
she makes her Grst entry in the lists 
for tho carrying trade of tho sea. 
The Chinese steamer Ho Chung which 
is in a few days to pass througli tho 
Golden Gate will doubtless bo the pre- 
cursor of ft merchant fleet flying tho 
dragon flag that will uUimatcly pene- 
trate every por^^that^fl? •'pound ♦ of tea 
can be sold in. Sb"ffoVel is thooxperi- 
nient that our treasury officials have 
to look cautiously about to find exact- 
ly what duties are leviable upon tho 
steamer's arrival, but these points once 
settled, if Chinese enterprizo follows 
up the experiment as it should, tho re- 
sult will be tho pushing of China more 
rapidly ;intOjtho family of nations than 
by any'othep ate'p her people can take. 
The Chinese ship owners will not do 
sire to labor unddr disabilities in for- 
eign porta, and to avoid them China 
must awing her own gate8""vider and 
wider ajar. Where she needs" consuls 
and ambassadors now aho will need 
men-of-war presently, and gradually she 
will find herself penetrated to tho core 
by tho restless spirit of modern trade. 
Her subjects have shown that in com- 
nierco thoy can hold their own with 
any people, and we may bo sure tliat 
oaQe.upqli.the, sea thoy will give to 
China more and more of the [irolit 
which is legitimately hers. Thoy will 
not roach success in this new depar- 
ture without encountering heavy oppo 
sition, in which, since tho United 
States is without a uiercantijo mariuo 
of any-account, - we shall have little 
partybut in England, France and Hol- 
land 'ihe^news >viir create a stir of keen 
intereafc"' . _ . [ ,.' ' ' ' ' 

Tho action of Mr." Justice Gray in 
dciplaring the old rules of court still in 
force and making an order under them 
puts an end to the legal deadlock and 
opens the courthouse doors to litigants. 
The learned Judge {UBserts emphatically 
that the proclamation which adopts the 
English rules is a nullity, inasmuch as 
it proposes to delegate tho responsi- 
bility of framing rules of Court, wliich 
the ' law throws upon the Government, 
to some one else.

Mr. Robt. AVard, morchant, suturaonod 
by Sergt. Bloonifioldandoharged with hav- 
ing on tho IGth inst., within tho limita of 
the city 10,000 \ha. of giivnt poivder, con- 
trary to the provisions of a, by-law [mssed 
in 1874. _ . . 

Mr. AT?RrEobertson, Q. Cj who tip- 
poarod fortho prosecution, stated that tho 
prcBont proceedings were taken with a 
view to ensuring, tho safety of tho cit}'. It 
appeared tlmt information liad reached 
the M.iyor that the powder was about to 
bo shipped to this port, and that .tho firm 
to whom it VIM cousigaed aud other par- 
ties had boen notiiiud that it must not 
bo landed within tho city limits. Not- 
withstanding these notifications, however, 
the powder arrived by tho stoanior Lsnbol 
on Monday last, was landed on tho wh.arf 
and carried oa an ordinary dray along 
Wharf street to 'another .steamer for ship- 
meut.to-Now— Westminster. It was not 
tho desir6*oE tho prosecution that a heavy 
fiilP s})ould bo imposed, hut tho authori- 
ti03 wished it to becomp Ifpowfj thivt thg 
l}jrl,iw is" in c?istencq,'an|i'tl|at jtjs iUfifiaji 
to aioro'withiii tho city liinitfi or convey 
through the atroetii a greater quantity 
than 50 lbs. oBJpowdcr. In .tho prosant 
instaaco tho <quao)iit^, >^yas no less than 
itjs., and had atiy 'ttcoident qopu];- 
fpA ihP i?o«l4 Ijavil been dpinoljsHed 
an5 inftuy v.nluablo lives lost. 

Ssrgt.' I31oonaGeld, having testitjod to 
the tP«iB. ^ffl^ontiJitiqn, dcpospd that 
be sawtne^eamorTsalidr coming in on 
Montlay last, hat did not Hoe any portion 
of her cargo. Ho had ii.id a conver.iation 
with Mr. Ward about tho matter, and he 
(Mr. W.) said it wss a. protty sniart thin^ 
fop witneiis tQ go uhpr hir|i attar ho had 
got pornii^sion to land thq ppjvdor. Ho 
fMr-'W,') said that one ot the new police- 
men hafi ^U-pn ' ppvijiissinn fo'. l8,ni}' U:

}^ give pormiisjoii ami sTwwed the defend- 
ant the bylaw. ' ' ' • 

Gordon' Lockerby.tcsUfied that iio saw 
the.atiaajnpr .Isabel dischai-go her car^o or 
Monday last ; amongst it th^ro ■vycro 800 
cases of giant powdcf whioh weiie landed 
pn Eii^elhardt & Co. 'a wliarf, and subao- 



quently drayed.along Wliarf sti-eot by H, 
Noble. ; Each eipe^jispntained 50 lbs. , and 
fortj' of them iSre taken by tho dray at 
the first load. Witness as wharfinger de- 
livered tho powder to Noblo under in- 
structions from Mt-ssrs. Stahschmidt & 
Ward, and took a receipt for it. 

To Mr. Ward — Freqwontlydeliver goods 
on a verbal ordciv as r.didi id ithis case, 
men two track loSas^f thV^^dor had 
boen landed wont to tho mate of the 
steamer and asked him if he didn't think 
thero would 1><> some trouble about tho 
matter. Ho then stopped lauding, but 
aubsequontly Mr. King, a clerk employed 
by Messrs. Stahlschmidt & Ward, came 
down to tho wharf and said it was all 
right-rrthat ho haiiigot pormissiun from 
tho authorities to land tho powder, and 
that tho firm would assume all responsi- 
bility if any trouhlu ensued. Mr. Bunt- 
ing, tho custonw liouae oflicor, also said 
that it was all right, so far as ho was con- 
cerned. 

. H. Noblo, drayman, testified that lio 
carted tho_ pbwclir lfrom "Engolliardt & 
Oo.'s ' wharf to' "the Hudson B.-xy Co.'s 
wharf, taking 40 and 30 cases at a load. 
Ho was employed bj' Stahlschmidt & 
Ward to cart it, but waited before start- 
ing until Mr. King came down aud .said 
ho had got permission to land tho powder. 
Oflicor Bhoppacd was on tho wharf wlicn 
\vitne»8)WM.lui«liii|i5,th6'-third load and 
remarked that he did not Ihink'tho powder 
should be hauled, but did not order him 
to stop or ho would havo done so. 

R. Irving was put in tho box to prove 
tho delivery of tlie powder by Noblo for 
Stahl.sclimidt & Ward as consignos, but 
as tho point was admittod by tho defen- 
dant the witness was not oxaminod. ' 
The caso for tho prosecution hero rested. 
Jlr. Ward, addressing tho court, s;iid 
ho did not intend for ii moment to dis- 
pute tliat tlio powder was con.signed to 
his firm, but ho would havo to plead 
ignorance of tho law. Ho was aware that 
it was illegal to store , more than . 50, lbs, 
of powder witlii^- the city^limitsi 'but he' 
was not aware until now that it w.is a vio- 
lation of the bylaw to cart powder througli 
the streets. Had ho boen the powder 
would not havo boon laiidud nn ho could, 
with greater convenionco to himaolf, have 
got tho Isabel to run alouyaido tho Now 
XV'estminstor stcamer.and transfer it. In 
future, however, there would bo no oc- 
casion to do this as tho powder would bo 
.ihippod direct from Port Townsend to 
New Woatminster. jNIr. Robertson had 
said in his opening spooch that hi.s firm 
had been notified not to land the powder. 
That was incorrect. No notice wliatovor 
had boon received. If there had been 
thepowderwouldnot havebeonlaudcd, nor 
w.as it landed until ineinbeiV of tKc pnlioo 
force had intimated that thero would be no 
objection niiaed. He would inform his 
Honor that giant powder ia not by any 
means so dangcrou."? an is gonorally sup- 
intondcnt of police would only oxcrciso a 
ordinary blasting powder. If tho super- 
posed and diflbrod very materially from 
little vigilance ho might find out where 
largo quantities of other powder were 
stored within tho limits of tlio city. With 
a little trouble several cii..sc.^ might bo got 
up as in tho caso of fire these magazines 
wore most dangerous to the whole city. 
That, however, had nothing to do with 
the present diar^e.' .• i- -t £ . ; 

His Honor said he uhdoratood' thero 
wa.s ono other case.i of a similar nature 
and he would hear it bofoi'u giving 
judgment in Mr. Ward's case. 

Tho case of Hy. Noble, charged with 
convoying tho powder along Wharf street, 
wi\s then called on. The evidence ad- 
duced was substantially the isaihe .IS that 
in the previous caso. 

His Honor before delivering judgment 
alluded to tho danger of convoying such 
largo quantities of highly oxplosivo ma- 
terial through the-stxeets.- In each in- 
stance hb' would impose.a fitio of 820 and 
costs. ' 

Daniel Morrison , captain of tho steiuner 
Isabel, was then charged with having at 
ono time within tho limits of the city of 
Victoria, to wit on board tho steamer Isa- 
bel, a largcquantity (10,000 lb) ofgiantpow- 
der contrary to the provisionH of the 
Powder By-law, 1874. 

Mr. Drake appeared for tho defendant 
and contended that thero was no caso 
against hia client as tho steamer Isabel 
was not within the cil3' limits. 

Mr. Robertson, for tho prcsecution, 
submitted that a gang plank having been 
put oqtfrom tho steamer to tho wharf a 
connection was formed and to all intents 
and purposes the steamer became within 
the city limits. 

His Honor sustainijd tho objection 
taken by counsel for tho defenso and dis- 
missed the summons. 

Yus Chos, tho Indian charged with 
murder at Neah Bay, .was remanded for 
a fortnight. .

FmnAY,' Aug. 20. 
Paniphlot vs. Irving — Mr. Theodore 
Davio on behalf of tho plaintifi" applied for 
an order giving the plaintiff liberty to 
servo noticQ upon the defendant requir- 
ing tho action to bo tried by a juiy pur- 
suant to statute, chap. 2C, consol. stats. , 
.which, enacts that civil causes shall bo 
!tried by a judgo alone unless before or 
with tho notice of trial or after notice of 
trial by leave of a judgo notice has boon 
civon requiring a jury. In this caso no 
demand of a jurj' with tho notice of 
trial hiad 'been 'given; " "Mr. Davie sub- 
mitted that the order should be granted 
as of CQi|r9.o, ijnleas^gobd cause be shown. 
Tho acUon jraj^for recovery of damages 
and a fit one^'t'o'lio tried by jury. 

Mr. Eborts for tho defendant objected 
to tho jurisdiction of tho court to outer- 
tain tho application. Ho contended that 
tho Judicature Act and the order-in- 
council thoroundor had ostahlished a now 
practice annulling the old and that such 
had booh the decision in the cases of 
Saunders vi. Rood Bros, and Harvey cs. 
Now AVestminster, decided by tho Cliiof 
Justice and Mr. Ju.stico Croaso. 

Mv. Justice Gray wanted Mr. Eborts to 
point out in what respect the practice in 
force prior to the 20th July had boon al- 
tered. It appeared to him that the order 
in-council of the 20th July purporting to 
introduce the now practice was a nullity 

iMi". Davio stated that that had always 
boen his view aud that in tho caso of 
Barry vs. Hawk he had applied to tho 
Chief Justice to adopt tho old practice on 
tho ground that the ordor-in-council pur- 
porting to import tho English practice so 
far as apDlic{ible..was. ultra rira, but that 
tho Chief Justice had hold that now rules 
were in oxistonco and- that ho would bo 
knowingly doing wron;^ if ho allowed pro- 
coodings to betaken under tlio old ones. 
tThe same argument w.a.s also unsuccess- 
fully used in Saunders vs. Rtod and 
Harvey w. the Corporation, but in both 
caaos^the Chief Jnatice and Mr. Justice 
Cro.aso had refused to act under either 
the old practice or tho now. 

Mr. .Justice Gray said that ho should 
niako tho order in tlio torms of tho statute. 
Ho went much furtlior than tlio Chief 
Justice or Mr. Justice Crease. Ho con- 
sidered it wholly irrelevant to enquiro 
what aro the English rules as the order in 
council assuming to import thorn was in 
Ilia opinion nut warranted by tho Act. 
Hia Lordship gave at length his reasons 
for tluis holding an.i the conclusions he 
arrived at wore: 

1st. The legisli'tiiro givoj power to the 
Liuut. -Governor to make rules. That 
power is a discretionary one aud tho 
Lieut. -Governor cannot delegate it. 

2nd. That the order in council saying 
that tho Englisli rules, so far as applicable, 
should be in force in this province witli- 
out spocifying whicli should and which 
should not bo in force — w.as a delegation 
to Boino ono else of tho discrotionarj' 
power vested in the Lieut. -Govornor by 
the legislature — was therefore contrary to 
law and unauthorized by tho act. 

3rd. Such order in council is therefore 
of no legal otfect — consoquontly no now 
rules have boen mado and so under sec- 
tion 19 of tho old rules and methods 
continue,' in force. 

His Lordship said that ho had arrived 
.at this conclusion entirely indopendontly 
of tho other judges. Although it had been 
stated that they had expressed themselves 
diflferontly, ho was not aware that the 
views now put forth by himself h.ad ever 
been placed before them. If any partv 
was dissatisfied ho would afford ovory facil- 
ity for appeal; but to his mind tho mat- 
ter wa.s pprfoctly dear.

Lieuten.int Hand of tho United 
States revenue cutter Corwin returned 
to San Francisco on the 12th, in charge 
of the Amencan ^choorier -Leo, seized 
iii the Arctic seas for a violation of the 
revenue laws. Lieiitenant Hand states 
that tho past winter in tho Arctic 
Ocean lias been by far tho most .severe 
within tho remembrance of the natives, 
which fact, it is maintained, does not 
augur-- well for the safety of the Jean- 
netto and the ■ niisaing whalers. On 
July 3 J the Corwin was within 130 
miles of Wrangel Land, but was 
stopped by an impenetrable pack of 
ice, much of which waa mast-high. No 
vessel could penetrate this ico pack, 
and few," it is believed, if caught in it 
could havo escaped destruction. The 
safety of the Jeaimetto, it is believed, 
rests upon the clianco of her having 
reached AVrangol Land. Tlio Corwin 
cruised along the Asiatic aud Ameri- 
can shores, but learned no tidings of the 
missing ships. In fact the natives a.s- 
serted most positively that there was 
no white man on either. coast for. hun- 
dreds of miles beyond the farthest 
points reached hy tho Corwin. Ail 
spoke of tho unusual severity of tlie 
winter. The missing whalers are be- 
lieved to havo been destroyed. 

Tho Corwin met all tho whalorsnow 
in the Arotio Sect. Up to tlie time of 
leaving the Arctic only nineteen whales 
had been taken.

Wo havi^. rib ."dpgbfc^l whatever, that, 
in this generation especially^ the well- 
to-do have much more difficulty in 
bringing up their children than the 
strugglers havo. Formerly this was 
not so much the casf>, because tho ne- 
cessity for strong discipline was so 
tiioroughly •acknowledged that it was 
maintained almost without an ciTort, 
and tho habit of obedience was en- 
forced by practically irresistible au- 
thority. But tlie specialty of to-day 
is to concede freedom in all directions 
and especially freedom to chilflren and 
those who are subordinate. Dis.-iplii.e 
in any strong form is, among large 
classes, and over great tracts of the 
world, nearly dead. The bad effect of 
that change — we do not moan the 
change from studious government to 
comparative inattention — is very great, 
but is partly coiicealed by the fact 
that ])overty acts as a discipling at- 
mosphere. It fixes conditions rigidl.v. 
The girl must learn to do her own 
dress-making or be untidy. Tho boy 
must go to work, or there will not be 
enough, and to that particular work, 
for only the rich have much choice of 
oocupationa Economy is imperative, 
for the money is not there, and no 
training in solf-sacrifico nots daily, 
hourly, momentarily, like conipulBory 
economy. Tho will is compressed by 
tho facts of life, and becomes at once 
strong and pliable like leather. With 
the rich, that discipline is absent, and 
cannot be artificially produced; and the 
young havo only conscious "training," 
in the athlete's sense, from direct au- 
thority, whicli, as we havo said, itis tlio 
tendency of tho age to relax. The result 
is not only that the passions, especially 
the passion of self-will, grow too strong, 
though that is so clear as to have be- 
come a truism ', but that among both 
good and bad a certain boneleasness 
of character is apparent, a certain in- 
disposition to endure, or to form strong 
purposes as the work of a life, a ct riain 
want not 80 much of energy as of de- 
cision and pertinacity. Tbo children 
of the strugglers vory often fail utterly, 
cither from inherent defects of char- 
acter on from insuperable obstacles of 
position ; but more of them win than 
the children of the well-off, and, taken 
as a body, they have stronger and finer 
oharactera As their children grow 
up the well-to do find them more bur- 
densome, more difficult to manage, 
more trublesome to "settle,"' than the 
poorer do , are more anxious for their 
future aud more displeased with their 
dofeota of character and conduct, which, 
indeed froiuj the abseni^^ of ^ the pros- 
sure of "circiinaslahoes, arV'niuch great- 
er. With the very rich, anxiety 
about their cliildreu, croases of difficr- 
ent kinds inflicted by them, and 
their frequent tot'il failures, inako up, 
we believe, a definate and separate 
source of pain ; and, even with tho 
well-ofl", greatly increaso the burden 
of life, just at a time when burdens 
aro most anxiously avoided. A man 
has not gained inuoh in the struggle 
of life whoso children aro profligate, 
babyish, characterless, or given up to 
seliishnjBas; ^..and^that^ia^far^ipipre often 
the lot^of tHei riiifi" tfiaa'' bf " the poor, 
and constitutes ^l^t least ono true 
"pinch of wealth.,!; — London Spectator.

rOR RAI8INQ A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON REAL 
AND PERSONAL PROPERTV IN THE VEAR 
1840. 

1. Bo it enacted by tlio Mayor and
